Fear was expressed today for the 
safety of 18 of 27 soft coal miners 
trapped 185 feet or more under- 
ground and at least two miles 
from the mine shaft entrance. 


While rescue squads, wearing 


gas masks and working in relays, 
sought to reach the men entomb- 
ed by the blast at 7 p. m. (Central 
Standard Time) last night, D. J. 
Ruchman, Jr., assistant superin- 
tendent of -the Duvin Coal Com- 
pany, said he had little hope nine 
of the miners would be saved. 


He said apparently the 27 were 


divided into three groups of nine 
each—nine at the scene of the ex- 
plosion, nine others in a perilous 
position nearby 
and nine some 


distance away. The latter group 
was believed to have "sealed in" 
behind an air-tight door and in a 
compartively safe spot for the 
time being, at least. 


Ten other miners who were on 


the level at the time of the mis- 
hap, were rescued. None was in- 
jured seriously.

Washington, July 15 UP).—De- 


spite President Roosevelt's admo- 
nition that it was "highly advis- 
able" to revise the neutrality act 
at this session, some Senators on 
both sides of the issue predicted 
today that Congress would go 
home in about three weeks with- 
out acting on the matter. 


Vacant seats at quorum calls, 


restlessness in protracted commit- 
tee sessions and the departure of 
some veteran legislators indicated, 
they said, that the end was near, 
regardless of the urgent appeal 
made yesterday by the President 
and Secretary Hull for repeal of 
the arms embargo provision in the 
present law. With Mr. Roosevelt's 
approval, the secretary of state 
told Congress that the embargo 
clause might tempt well-armed 
nations bent on conquest to plunge 
the world into war, knowing that 
less 
well 
prepared 
opponents 


would be shut off from arms sup- 
plies in this country. 


Would Stay on Shelf 


Opponents 
of the 
administra- 


tion's revision program predicted 
almost unanimously that it would 
remain, until the next session, on 
the shelf in the Senate foreign re- 
lations 
committee, 
where they 


placed it recently by a 12 to 11 
vote. 


There was a disposition among 


many Senators to regard the Pres- 
ident's special message of yester- 
day, transmitting the views of the 
secretary of state, as a move to 
"keep the record straight." 


About 50 Senators, some of 


them taking notes, listened as the 
Senate clerk read Hull's statement 
asserting that "the people of the 
United States and their govern- 
ment must not fail to make their 
just and legitimate contribution to 
the preservation of peace." 


Outlining the points on which 


he said those representing oppo- 
site viewpoints could agree, Hull 
contended that those who argued 
for continuance of the ban on the 
sale of arms to warring nations 
were "urging not neutrality, but 
what will result in actual unneu- 
trality." 


Arms Embargo "No Good" 


Pie said that it was not human- 


ly possible, by enacting an arms 
embargo, to hold the scales even 
between two belligerents, adding 
that with such an embargo on the 
books the responsibility for the 
creation of an unbalanced condi- 
tion would rest with this country. 


"Those who urge the retention 


of the present embargo continue 
to advance the view that it will 
keep this country out of war 
thereby misleading the American 
people to rely upon a false and il- 
logical delusion as a means of 
keeping out or war," Hull de- 
clared. 


He expressed the opinion that 


the arms embargo provision "plays 
into the hands of those nations 
which have taken 
the lead in 


building up their fighting power." 


"It works directly against the 


peace loving nations, 
especially 


those which do not possess their 
own munitions plants," the secre- 
tary continued.

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YANKEE CLIPPER 


The return of the Yankee Clipper, giant 


airplane, from the first round-trip aerial pas- 
senger flight over the Atlantic Ocean, did not 
cause the surprised discussion that might 
otherwise have taken place due to the un- 
usual and surprising feats of our bold bird- 
men. But those who were passengers on the 
plane during the historic flight have brought 
back an enthusiasm that foreshadows some 
of the undreamed of things expected to come 
in the near future. 


This first passenger flight of the Yankee 


Clipper certainly marks a new departure in 
crossing the Atlantic. The Old World and 
the New are brought immeasurably closer 
together. There is of course a serious side to 
the picture. What can be done by passenger 
planes can be accomplished by flying ships 
bringing death and destruction. The develop- 
ment of the service, however, will be so 
gradual that the art of aerial defense should 
keep pace with that of offense. 


But does this spanning of the ocean mean 


that we can no longer live in isolation and 
that we must consider that Europe is not 
many hours away from us? However true 
this may be, it does not mean that in antici- 
pation of the future we must now plunge into 
European politics. 


Two of the passengers on the clipper's 


maiden flight were United States Senator 
Ernest Lundeen of Minnesota and Represen- 
tative Cannon of Missouri. So enthusiastic 
were they over their experiences that they 
have had no hesitancy in predicting we are 
on the threshold of a new era in trans-Atlan- 
tic travel. They point out that the actual 
flying time was thirty hours and fourteen 
minutes—about thirteen hours over and six- 
teen hours back. 


Speaking of travel between Europe and 


America, Congressman Cannon predicted: 
"These pianos will take the cream of the 
trade. Why once you've made that flight 
over the ocean, you'd never think of going 
any other way—unless, of course, you just 
like the ocean." 
Senator Lundeen added: 


"Think of it! Pretty soon Americans who 
can afford it will be week-ending in England. 
They can leave Thursday evening, spend a 
pleasant, restful night over the water and 
arrive in Southampton Friday morning. They 
can have Friday, Saturday and Sunday in the 
British Isles and leave Sunday night, return- 
ing home Monday morning." 


BOTTLING CHINESE TRADE 


Dr. Wellington Koo, well known in Amer- 


ica and now Chinese ambassador at Paris, 
gives some figures showing what forcible 
Japanese monopoly in China is doing to that 
country's trade with other nations. 


The latest reports, covering last January 


and 
February, indicate that since 1937 


French trade in China has dropped from S... 
per cent of the whole to less than 1 per cent, 
Italian trade from S per cent to a little over 
one-half of 1 per cent, German trade from 
nearly 20 per cent to less than 6%, British 
trade from S per cent to 51,-., and American 
trade from 22-"] to IS, while Japanese trade 
has risen from 6'__ to 38'^ per cent. 


Obviously America has not lost so much, 


proportionately, as most of the other trading 
nations. This, however, is not normal trade; 
much of it represents munitions and army 
supplies. Japan gains where all the others 
lOS". 


That, of course, is what Japan aimed to do 


\\hen it launched this undeclared war. The 
more the Japanese army and navy succeed, 
the more the Tokyo imperialists will gain in 
the market thus taken and held by armed 
lorcc. It is a grim joke on Germany and Italy 
that they arc among the losers, although in- 
formal allies of Japan. 


There is. however, a moral penalty for 


such forced profits, in the cost Japan is pay- 
ing for her invasion. It is an open question 
now whether Japan will destroy China or 
herself in this rash and cruel war. 


CHEAPER HOMES 


Testimony before the Temporary National 


Economic Committee at Washington indi- 
cates a general belief among experts that 
building costs in this country might be re- 
duced as much as 20 per cent This would 


b« the effect of an all-round campaign to re- 
vive the building industry and relieve the 
housing situation. It would involve lowering 
the cost of building materials, mortgage in- 
terest and perhaps labor. 


In reply to doubts expressed as to the 


feasibility of so large a cost saving, experts 
said that a 20 per cent cut in material costs 
alone would save the home-buyer 9.3 per 
cent in monthly fixed charges, while a like 
cut in labor costs would make a 4.67 per cent 
reduction, and a 20 per cent decrease in 
interest and amortization payments would 
result in a 16.69 per cent saving. 


Government economists estimate that if 


costs could be reduced one-fifth, it would 
create a new market for 1,500,000 new 
homes. This would not only provide modern 
housing for that many families who can ill 
afford it now, but in the process would give 
jobs to millions of workmen and serve as a 
powerful fertilizer for business in general.

INJECTION OK HEMORRHOIDS 


One of the meanest of ailments is hemorrhoids 


or piles. For many years the only treatment con- 
sidered effective was to remove these collections of 
infected varicose veins by operation. When it was 
found that varicoscd veins in the legs could be re- 
moved by injection instead of operation, the use of 
injections to destroy hemorrhoids was considered an 
excellent method by many surgeons who had for- 
merly been opposed to any method other than oper- 
ation.

What about the injecting of hemorrhoids m the 


surgeon's oflice instead of having the patient enter 
hospital, undergo anaesthetic ami operation and re- 
main in hospital two or throe weeks? 


The first point to remember is that while prac- 


tically all hemorrhoids inside, outside, and half-way 
inside and outside, can undergo operation, cases that 
arc suitable for the injection method must bo care- 
fully selected. 
. . . . 
In an article in "Medical World" on the injection 


treatment of internal hemorrhoids, Dr. Frederick C. 
Smith, Philadelphia, says that it must be empha- 
sized that the injection treatment never should be 
attempted for external hemorrhoids— (hose outside 
the body. The solutions used in injecting piles arc 
irritants and are used to create a hardening process 
which destroys the veins and they become like bard 
fibrous strings. Using these solutions underneath 
the skin on these "outside" hemorrhoids causes pain, 
sloughing and destruction of the skin. Hemorrhoids 
that are "inside" but bang low down should not be 
injected as the injection simply creates a hard mass 
of tissue in place of the hemorrhoids. 


"It has been estimated by numerous writers on 


the subject that about half of all cases of internal 
hemorrhoids may be injected with prospect of cure. 
Of the remainder, injection method is a matter of 
choice on the part ol the surgeon in one-half and 
operation should be performed on the other half." 


Injections arc given at intervals of one week and 


the average number Ki\en is from S to 15. 


I believe these .statements ol Dr. Smith should 


give the information needed by patients wit h hem- 
orrhoids. No outside hemorrhoids should be injected 
and not all "inside" eases are suitable for the injec- 
tion method.

The President 
and Mr. Hull 


want to prohibit American ships 
and American citizens from enter- 
ing combat areas. They want 
title to goods shipped to belligerent 
countries to pass to foreign pur- 
chasers so losses at sea will be at 
the risk of the foreigners. 
They 


want to continue existing legisla- 
tion -with respect to loans and 
credits to belligerent 
countries, 


and to maintain the existing li- 
censing system for the export of 
arms and ammunition in times of 
war.

war. The Pre«id*nt and secretary 
of state say that to refuse to sell 
munitions is taking sides by mak- 
ing it possible for strong countries

America, it 
is asserted, should hold the scales 
even by permitting all to come 
and buy who have the cash to pay 
for it. 


What it resolves itself down to 


is a point of view unfavorable to 
the allied democracies and favor- 
able to the Nazi and Fascist 
regime. 
For the British, and 


French, with their naval super- 
iority, could come and get arms, 
whilst the Germans and Italians 
could not. To argue that the iso- 
lationists are not taking sides or 
that the administration isn't do- 
ing the same thing is-to ignore. 
the realities. 


Unquestionably, the department 


of state feels that whatever moral 
influence or political weight the 
United States has should be on the 
side of democracy, 
but it is not 


necessary to make such an argu- 
ment because the custom'of sell- 
ing war supplies during war time 
to all comers is buttressed by the 
practice of international law- for 
generations past. As for the iso- 
lationists, 
they are 
confronted 


with the precedent that the pro- 
German elements started the em- 
bargo idea between 1914 and 1917 
for the express purpose of helping 
Germany fight Britain and France 
by cutting off their supplies. 


The isolationists insist they 


have no sympathy with the Nazis 
and Fascists, and their contention 
in this res_lect is sincere. 


Who is right ? Unhappily, history 


will repeat itself and the Ameri- 
can people will take a position 
again in 1939 as they did back in 
1915 and 1916 as between the 
European groups. Those elements 
in our electorate who want France 
and Britain and our 
northern 


neighbor, Canada, p r o t e c t e d 
against a curtailment of the supply 
of arms and ammunition in war 
time, when they are. fighting for 
their very existence, will want to 
see the embargo on arms repealed, 
and those who think Britain and 
France should be compelled to 
fight the war without any arms 
bought in the United States, .even 
though they are defeated by that 
action, will insist on the reten- 
tion of the present arms embargo. 
The president and secretary of 
state have begun a nationwide 
fight for their point of view which 
will not end with the message just 
sent by the executive to Congress.

Fulfills Prophecy

Oil in all its torms is .truly the 


liquid gold of the age and it runs 
away up at the top among the 
chief factors in the economics of 
the world at large. 


Oil today, in all its forms is as 


important to the life of the small- 
est hamlet as it is to the bigger 
cities and here in Ulster county 
it supplies the makings ."or a sub- 
stantial industry. 


The familiar cylindrical archi- 


tecture of storage plants dots the 
water front acreage of Kingston 
and a few tanks are found in 
other communities of the county. 


Millions Invested 


A total storage capacity esti- 


mated at over 12,000,000 gallons 
ib represented in the plants of 
Kingston and vicinity and the in- 
dustry claims locally an invest- 
ment of $1,000,000 in dispensing 
equipment with the total invest- 
ment for all purposes probably 
reaching $5,000,000. 


It is estimated that petroleum 


demands in the county provide 
for employment of 2,000 people 
who handle nearly 15,000,000 gal- 
lons of gas yearly. They supply 
also nearly 4,000,000 gallons of 
fuel oil and about 2,000,000 gal- 
lons of kerosene. 


Local supply plants ship gaso- 


line and oils to points within a 
radius of 25 miles around Kings- 
ton with a few of them supplying 
larger areas. 
They keep the 


motors running in more than 20,- 
000 automobiles and trucks in the 
county and supply more than 1,- 
000,000 gallons of gasoline yearly 
to tourists and other transients. 


Increase Reported 


Dealers generally report an in- 


crease rather than a decline of 
the local gasoline and oil busi- 
ness and in this mechanized age 
it will always have a future so 
long as the supply lasts. 


Gasoline and oils come 
to 


Kingston plants both on the 
huge ocean-going "tankers" and 
by specially built river barges. 
Some of it is ' redistributed by 
railroad in tank cars. 


Many of the companies also use 


huge tank trucks for redistribu- 
tion of their products and fleets 
of these are on-the road daily to 
keep the wheels moving for an 
auto-minded public. 


Most of the gasoline and oils 


which come here by barge are 
shipped from supply sources m 
and around New York while that 
carried by the ocean liners comes 
from Texas or other points along 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


River is Asset 


Tanks are filled generally dur- 


ing the wanner months when the 
river is open for travel and just 
prior to the cold weather winter 
supplies are stored. 


Ten of the larger companies 


have supply plants in or near 
Kingston and that of another 
large concern is established near 
Milton. 
Those along the water- 


front at Kingston are: Cities 
Service, A. R, Newcombe, Stand- 
ard Oil, Texas, Tidewater, and 
Esso. Tanks of the Sun Oil Com- 
pany at Port Ewen and those of 
Richfield are along the Rondout 
creek across from the ferry slip.

Opinion in Award 


To N. Y. Central 


Affirmation of a $67,000 award 


to the New York Central Rail- 
road Company, made by a con- 
demnation commission appointed 
to investigate claims of property 
owners along the Esopus creek, 
has been made by the Appellate 
Division, third district. 


The railroad company's claim 


was for property along its Cats- 
kill Mountain branch line, which 
runs parallel to the Esopus creek, 
between Shandaken and Allaben. 


William C. Chanler, corporation 


counsel, with John E. Egan and 
Henry R. Bright as counsel, ap- 
peared for the appellants, while 
Surrogate Harry H. Flemming ap- 
peared for the railroad. 


The court's opinion in the case 


follows: 


In the matter of the application 


and petition of George J. Gillespie 
and others, constituting the Board 
of Water Supply of the city of 
New York, to acquire real estate 
for and on behalf of the city of 
New York, under Chapter 724 of 
the Laws of 1905, and the acts 
amendatory 
thereof 
(now re- 


enacted as Title K of the Ad- 
ministrative Code of the city of 
New York) in the towns of Shan- 


daken and Olive, Ulster county, 
New York, for the purpose of 
providing an additional supply of 
pure and wholesome water, for the 
use of the city of New York. 


George J. Gillespie and others, 


constituting the Board of Water 
Supply of the city of New York, 
appellants; New York Central 
Railroad Company, respondent. 


This is an appeal by the peti- 


tioners from an order of special 
term confirming the separate re- 
port, relating to the claim of the 
respondent, the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad made by commis- 
sioners of appraisal in condemna- 
tion proceedings under the water 
supply act, which awarded 
the 


respondent 567,000 for damage to 
15 parcels of land abutting the 
Esopus Creek. 


The petition, on presentation of 


the report, moved to reject it in 
its entirety or in the alternative 
to compel the commissioners to 
explain their report and the re- 
spondent cross-motioned to con- 
firm the report in all respects. 


The report was confirmed in all 


respects except as to some wit- 
ness fees. 


The line of respondent railroad 


lies adjacent to the creek cover- 
ing the section in question. Fol- 
lowing the 
completion 
of the 


Ashokan Reservoir the petitioner 
constructed an auxiliary reservoir 
at Gilboa 
upon the Schoharie 


Creek, and tunnelled the 
moun- 


tains for a distance of 18 miles in 


the construction of an aqueduct 
to carry the water from the Gil- 
boa dam to the Esopus 
Creek 


The capacity of the aqueduct 
:<, 


approximately 1063 cubic feet per 
second. 


The use of the Esopus for this 


purpose was started in 1924 and 
was continued for a period of 
years without 
authority. 
The 


owners abutting the creek claimed 
damage due to the increased flow 
of the stream 
which 
had an 


average flow, before the use it 
was put to by the petitioner, of 
460 cubic feet per second and was 
increased by the use made of the 
stream, by the petitioner, to 1,523 
cubic feet per .second, keeping the 
banks of the stream, a portion of 
v.'hich were the banks of the rail- 
road, saturated and softened so 
that without riprapping and pro- 
tection the railroad embankments 
would not sustain the 
increased 


load in times of high water. 


A mandamus was asked for to 


compel the Board of Water Sup- 
ply to apply to the commissioners 
to determine the damage to own- 
ers adjoining the creek. 
The 


order was granted and this pro- 
ceeding was a result of that. 


The petitioner asked for the 


acquiring of the right in per- 
petuity to interfere with or other- 
wise affect the natural and usual 
flow of the waters of the Esopus 
Creek in that portion 
of 
said 


creek lying between the point in 
the town of Shandaken, Ulster 


• county, New York, where the out- 
let of ,the Schoharie Tunnel, main- 
tained .by the Department of 
Water Supply of. the city of New 
York joins the Esopus Creek and 
the point southerly 
therefrom 


where the Esopus Creek flows into 
the Ashokan Reservoir In the 
town of Olive, Ulster county, New 
York, to the extent that «uch 
natural and usual flow of the 
waters of said creek is and here- 
after be interfered with or other- 
wise affected 
by the induction 


into said creek, in the porton 
thereof above described, «ither 
continuously or from time to time 
and in such quantities as the 
operating needs of such depart- 
ment may require of the water of 
said Schoharie Water Tunnel not 
exceeding 1,063 
cubic feet per 


second. 


Extensive evidence was taken 


showing claimant's damage and 
the commissioners, in a careful re- 
port, have assessed the damage.

Gets Odd Questions 


Supply Liberal Education 


In Human Curiosity. 


WASHlNGTON.-L*tt«r» to th« 


United Statei public health service 
provide a liber*! education in hu- 
nun eurioiitr, ijnortnce and cre- 
dulity. Recently the public health 
tervice made a detailed analyiii ot 
nearly 10,000 letter* it had received, 
requeitinc or offertef intormatiaa 
on the general mbject of health, 
and in iti decorous, objectively, 
wientifle way, marveled at the re- 
fUltl. 


Of the »,7tt letter* analyzed, the 


largest number—1,872—came from 
New York state, Pennsylvania run- 
nine second with 808. Hie District 
of Columbia was third with 532 and 
Illinois fourth with SIS. Far down 
the scale were Nevada with six let- 
ters, Delaware and Wyominf with 
16 each,- and Vermont with 19. 
From foreign countries, presumably 
including American territorial pos- 
sessions, came 133 letters, and sev- 
en were listed as of unknown origin. 


Many of the letters are entirely 


proper, asking specific or general 
information on the subject of pub- 
lic health, and providing interesting 
clues to national interest In health. 
But others offer sure cures for dis- 
eases, usually for large sums of 
money, and still others request in- 
formation which the health service 
is unwilling or unable to give. 


Some of the questions asked con- 


cern the susceptibility of a human 
being to rabbit fur; how to get rid 
of germ-phobia; are there drafts, 
besides in a store; the age of the 
youngest human mother; how to 
preserve life; the use ot dried 
chicken gizzard or of honey in the 
treatment of cataracts; the food 
and health value of barracuda, and 
so on.
